Pardo, in his speech opening the Con-

gress today, aid that 'Peru's relations
with all other countriea were friendly
and cordial. He hoped a settlement with
Chile and the Tacna and Aricj question
and was not far distant. Both countries
recojrnined that the only solution of the

question tnu4 be in accordance with the
treaty of Ancon.

The President attributed immeuse im-

portance to Secretary Boot's recent visit,
which had strengthened the cordial rela-

tions existing between Peru and the
